The total area under crop of wheat, 
eats and barley as reported by thresh- 
ers was 605,347 acres in the year 1900, 
and from this was harvested 3,607,642 
bushels of grain.

TOWN COUNCIL. 

The counci! met on Wedypesday, all 
councillors being present, the mayor 
in the chair. 

The first commurication taken up 
was one from the Citizens’ Club, Io- 
fonto, stating that at a recent meet- 
ing a resolution was unanimously 


adopted recommending the erection of | 


a proper monument to commemorsiec 
the sending of the Canadiau couting- 
ents to South Africa. Coupled with 
this resolution were the followi-g sug- 
gestions: That the monument should 
cot only be in commemoration of ihe 
men who has fallen andi of those who 
have bravely risked their lives in the 
cause of the empire, but should be made 
expressive of the most significant «nd 
gratifying feature of the war, namely, 
the evidence it afforded of the close 
and yital re'ations existing between 
the various component parts of the 
British Empire; That the monumeut 
should be a national one and erected 
in Oitawa as the capitaly That the 
government be asked tv provile a site 
for the monument within the grounds 
of the parliament buildings, That che 
cost should be met entirely by private 
subscription; That the leading sculp- 
turs of Canada be asked to submit de- 
signs, The club submitted the proposi- 
tions for the council’s criticism! or ap- 
proval. In the event of the responses 
being favorable it is their intentioa 
to submit the whole correspondence to 
the governor-general, asking him to 
take such steps as may be advisable to 
formulate a plan of action. The iei- 
ter was referred to *he mayor for 
reply. 

Tbe market clerk wrote tbat the an- 
proach to the scales required plank- 
ing, and suggesting that it be plank- 
ed in at each end, Request was grant- 
ed. i 

C. Turgeon, who combines the duties 
of engiseer and special civic constable, 
requested that he be supplied with a 
uniform. ‘he reyuest was favorably 
received and referred to fire, water and 
light committee, with power to act. 

The town of Berlin, Ontario, is con- 
templating taking over the local elsc- 
tric light planz, and wrote the couo- 
cil asking tor is:formation on the sub- 
ject of municipal ownership. They 
were advisel that Edmonton. did not 
yet own its e’ectric hght plant, aud 
were asked if they would, after they 
had gone through the mill, let the Ea- 
monton council have the benefit of 
their experiences. 

A petition was read from residents 
of the flat, asxung tha‘ a road ve open- 
ed from Uowling’s mill to the brioge, 
a distance of abowt 30U feet to be ac- 
quired. The petitioners oifered to do 
the gradivg. Mr. Campbell, manager 
of the Dowiing mill, was beard in sup- 
port of the requesi, which was laid 
on the table umii next meeting. 

Medical health officer Dr. Braitb- 
waite reported that there were pow 
only twelve cases in the quarantine 
hospital und ali were convalscent. 
There were no houses in tow1 quarin- 
tined for varioloia or any disease of 
that nature. if the tuwn contiaued 
to remain as free from the disease as 
at present he thought the quarantine 
hospital could be closed by or before 
the end of the monith. 

Re improvement of St. Albert trail, 
Coun. Brown reported that he with the 
district surveyor and engineer was go- 
ing out to investigate. 

Re the court house site, Mayor Mac- 
Kenzie said: Your commitige met Mr. 
Conklin on Thursday last, but he had 
not much to say; No detinate action 
had been takea at that time and I do 
not know if any defimate action has 
been taken yet.

But slow progress is being’ made it 
Ottawa with the measures introduced 
there to ratify the Manitoba railway 
contracts. Opponents of the measures 
now hope that they wi'l be crowded 
out this session, as the time for pro- 
rogation is drawing near ani a lot of 
business remains yet to be disposed 
of. The latest and most important 
feature to crop up since the passage 
of the bi'ls by the Manitoba legisla- 
ture, is the action of the Ontario gov- 
ernment in connection with these 
contracts. The Rainy River. section 
of the Canadian Northern, which 
Manitoba proposj; to guarantel<~tiy 
to extent of $20,000 per mile, jies en- 
tirely within the province of Ontario. 
Ontario has already grante¥a lange 
subsidy to this road, ana, therefore, 
bas an imporiant interest in the pro- 
perty in addition to the iact that the 
road is in that province. The Ontario 
government naturally objects tu the 
control of this road by Maritoba, and 
the interference of Ontario further 
complicates an already complicated 
situation. When the Manitoba 4iov- 
ernment undertook to secure the con- 
trol, or a measure of coatrol over 
railways outside the province, it is 
evident that the members of the gov- 
ernment dil not fully comprehend the 
aitficulties in the way. The legal diffi- 
culties sceom to be increasing as the 
contracts are’ advanced.

AS TO FAKERS AND THEIR VICTIMS. 

The inhereat susceptibility of human 
beings to be played for “stckers” is 
one of the‘'r most pronounced peculiar- 
ities. Year in und year out swindling 
schemes and wild cat fakes rise and 
flourish, year after year the crop of 
victims keeps pace with the demand, 
and the industrious promoters of the 
swindles get rich and corpulent or else 
—which is very rare—get what they 
deserve and serve «a term behind the 
prison bars. All of which is suggested 
by the following paragraph fronr the 
Free Press: 

“Mr. Meade, a Middlechurch farmer, 
picked up 2 Montreal newspaper in 
January last iv which h¢ noticed an 
adveruuzement of so-called Toronto 
Publisb'ng company, offering $200 in 
prizes tor solving a puzzle consisting 
of a number of letters jumbled up 
which letters represented eleven of the 
chief cities of Uanada, and stating 
they took this means of advertising 
a journal, Mr. Meade easily solved 
the puzzje and sent off a letter con- 
taining the so'ution, which was ‘hot to 
reach the office later than Feb. 15. In 
reply he received a letter stating his 
solution was correct and congratulat- 
ing him. The letter further stated that 
to become entitled to any prize money 
he would need *o become a subscriber 
of the journal, 50 cents per year; also 
that there might Le some others solve 
the problem, but he would not get less 
that $25.00. Mr. Meade seut the 650 
cents, but whe on Marcly 1 he receiv- 
ed no acknowledgment vf his sub- 
scription and did not see any sign of 
his prize monev, he wrote the firm 
again. He has rot yet received any 
reply from them but yesterday, he re- 
ceived his letter containing the 50 cents 
from the dead letter office with a note 
to the effect that the lelier was re- 
turred on account of fraudulent mis- 
representatioas on the part of ithe ad- 
vertisers, no such journal as the one 
named being in existence.” 

There are many kinds of fake, in 
fact the series is everlasting) and for 
any one to ciaim himself secure or 
fake-proof wouid be egregious folly. 
There are fakes we don’t’ know’ are 
fakes tili we bite, then there are other 
little kinds that we know are fakes, 
but bite anyway. People who bite on 
cither of these are quite to be excused; 
the first is unpreven‘able, the second, 
like taxes is one of the necessary evils 
of life. But ‘here is another kind, the 
ordi*arv every day fake that does busi- 
ness right along and always finds 
biters among those who are ever anx4 
ious to get something for nothing, and 
wind up by gettirg nothing for. some- 
thing. Of this class of swiad'e the 
above is a sawple. Many papers are 
full of them, word puzzles and enigmas 
of every kind, and the people who bite 
have only thems#lves to biame. 

18 BOTHA SUING FOR PEACE. 

Cape Town, Apri’ 10. — General 
Boiha has re-opeued negotiations with 
the British for peace.

CLOVER AS A SEED CROP 
The value of clover as a fertilizer or 
for hay is a magnificent reasun for 
But aside from this, it 
a seed crop, 


in 


growing it. 
has another 
which is of no inconsiderable amount 
in the income of the farm. The 
yield of clover seed may be placed at 
from two to six bushels per acre. 

To secure a good crop from the 
common red clover, the first crop 
should be cut near the middle of June, 
although it may be cut earlier or later 
with success, if the season is favorable. 
Should there be bumble bees’ nests in 
the field, tell the boys not to disturb 
them, as the seed crop will depend 
largely on *beu work later on in fer- 
tilization. A bountiful seed crop is 
certainly abundant compensation for 
a few bee stings. The popular belief 
that the f'rst crop does not produce 
seed ‘s erroneous. There will be a 
small amount of seed because of the 
imperfect pollination from the lack 


of bees and other insects so early in 
the season. The second crop is cut 


value as 


for seed when al! the heads have 
turned brown or black. Perhaps the 
old self-rake reaper would be the 


best implement for this work, but as 
that has now gone, with the sickle 
and the cradle, the mower or binder 
will have to be substituted. If the 
mower 1s used the clover should be 
cut and raked when damp, to avoid 
shattering as much 4s _ possible. 
Nevertheless. there will be consider- 
able loss of seed in this way. 

Mammoth clover produces. but 
one crop in a season, consequently 
cannot be grown for both hay and seed 
When a seed crop is desired it should 
be mowed or pastured in May. Other- 
wise it will be difficult to handle, 
and serves no useful purpose. It is 
more certain of a good seed crop than 
the common red, because of the great- 
er number of insects in midsummer 
and therefore the perfect pollination. 
Mammoth clover is Jess liable to in- 
jury from insects which prey upon 
the common red, and in localities 
where much injuny is done from this 
cause, it is preferred.

THE C. & E. RAILWAY. 
The earnings per train mile of the 
Calgary & Edmonton railway for ihe 


ear epding June 30th, 1900, were larg-° 


er than those of any other Canadian 
road with an equal mileage. Inj the 
Railway and Shipping World for March 
is given a tabulated statement of the 
gross and net earnings of every line 
in Canada, together with statemen‘s 
of the proportion of their earn- 
ings to working expenses, earnings 
per train mile and operating expenses 
per Lrain mile. The mileage of every 
road is also given. Kighty-eight 
roads are on the list. The gross earn- 
ings of the C. & E. for the period stated 
(with a mileage of 295.07) were $326,- 
320.29, and its net earnings $i2§,264. 
66, leaving working expenses $197,- 
861.63. The propor*‘on of cCarnings to 
working expenses is 165 per centzjfs 


earnings per mile 183.76 ceats 
and its operati sg expenses per mile 
111.49 cents. 

The gross earnings of the Qu’Ap- 


pelle, Long Lake and Saskatchewan 
with a milenge of 253.96 were 100,702.- 
68, and the line had/ a deficit in oper- 
ating expe’ses of $14,776.56. It earned 
154.07 per mile and it cost to operate 
176.67--being 34.82 more than the C. 
& E. 

The C. P. R. with a iotal mileage 
of 6,873, had gross earnings of $30,- 
193,172.57 amd wet earnings $/2,443,- 
#84,17. It earmed per mile 162.64, as 
compared with 183,76 on the Calgary 
& Edmonton. I's opera‘ing expenses 
per mile were 95.61—15.88 less than the 
Cc. & E. ; 

The best paying line of all is the Brit- 
ish-Yukon, and, considering its local- 
ity, the country it serves; and the rate 
it charges, its success, from a share- 
holders point of view,'s not to be woa- 
derei at.

Innisfail, April 17th. 

Arther Pioletta, a section man! em- 
ployed on the Innisfail section of the 
Cc. & E. railroad, shot and killed his 
brother-in law, David Karr near here 
yesterday . Karr ani wife were liv- 
ing on a rented place about 7 miles out. 
Karr was in town yesterday. He went 
cut in the afternoon. Bioletta fct- 
lowed him out ia the evering going on 
foot and taking a six shooter with him.

WAR SUMMARY. 

Kitchener reports Col. Rawiiason’s 
column rushed the Boer laager vorth- 
west of Kierksdorp at daylight on the 
15th.
